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DETAILED ACTION 



The amendment filed 14/28/2003 under 37 CFR 1.116 in reply to the final 
rejection, which included cancellation of claims 1-19, 21-30, and addition of new claims 
32-33, has been entered. 

Applicants should note that claims 21 and 23-24 were cancelled claims as per 
paper # 10, which are again being cancelled. 

In view of applicants' response, particularly cancellation of claims 1-9 and 21-30, 
all 112 second and first paragraph rejections made in the previous office action has 
been rendered moot. 

As for prior art 103 rejections over, Cockerill et al., and Buzzetti et al., applicants' 
traversal is not persuasive. Applicants have more or less repeated the same arguments 
made in the previous response and examiner had clearly addressed these issues in 
paper #12. 

However, applicants in the newly presented claims 32-33 have limited the choice 
of R 5 to piperidinyl group along with R 2 and R 3 to be each hydrogen. Both Cockerill et al. 
and Buzzetti et al. do not teach a piperidinyl group for the corresponding U group and 
from the generic definition of U which would include the piperidinyl group, it would be 
not possible for one trained in the art to pick and choose the said group for want of any 
guidance in these two prior art along with the choice of specific R 2 and R 3 . Hence solely 
based on the limitations set forth in the newly added claims, the prior art 103 rejections 
over Cockerill et al., and Buzzetti et al., made in the previous office action have been 
deemed as obviated. In addition, in view of the above limtaitons - the choice of R 5 to 
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piperidinyl group along with R 2 and R 3 to be each hydrogen-, the obviousness type 
double patenting rejection made in the previous office action have been also obviated. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The compound of formula I, namely variously substituted pyrrolo[2,3-d]pyrimidine 
with a aminopiperidinyl group in 4-position as embraced in the instant claims were not 
found to be anticipated or rendered obvious by the prior art of record. Additional search 
in the related art area also did not yield any prior art disclosing variously substituted 
pyrrolo[2,3-d]pyrimidine with an aminopiperidinyl group in 4-position. Therefore, the 
examiner noted that the claims would be in condition for allowance.
